4A OHICAGO BLAZE 


Which Made Ashes of{Over a Million Dollars’ 
Worth of Property. 

CurcaGo, August 3.—A fire involving a loss 
admitted to be at least a million dollars broke 
out at 1:30 o’clook this morning in the large 
retail dry goods and notions store of Siegel, 
Cooper & Co., at- the southeast corner of State 
and Adams streets. The blaze started in the 
exchange room on the first floor, and spread 
through the inflammable stock with the great- 
est rapidity. | 

It was but a few minutes after the first 
alarm was given when the entire interior was 
a mass of flames. Every available piece of 
fire apparatus was called to the scene. Any 
attempt to save the building was hopeless, and 
the fire department devoted its efforts towards 
preventing the flames from spreading to the 
adjoining buildings. 

About twenty-five employes were in the 
store at the time, but all, as far as is known, 
managed to escape uninjured, except one cash- 
boy, who was on the third floor. He started 
to come down the fire escape, but became con- 
fused, lost his footing and fell, receiving 
severe injuries. There were three watchmen 
in the building at the time, who have not yet 
been accounted for. 

The building was entirely gutted, and the 
Adams street wall fell in after theiron interior 
frame work had been softened by the heat. 

The firm carried a stock of $500,000. The 
loss is believed to be fully covered by in- 
surance. 

Losses were as follows: Siegel, Kohn & 
Oo., $500,000 on stock and $40,000 on building, 
insurance $500,000; The Leader, Demberg, 
Fleck & Harner lose by smoke and water 
$100,000, covered by insurance; James H. 
ker, dry goods, loses by smoke and water 
$50,000; C. Pennock & Co., crockery and bric- 
a-brac, $40,000, insurance, $33,000; Costkygan 
& Bedrosin, Turkish rugs, $5,000; John A. 
Bryant, piano agent, $5,000; I. W. Baird, pic- 
tures, $5,000; Women’s Exchange, 83,600 : 
Bell, dry goods and notions, and other minor 
losses, $2,000. Most of the smaller losses are 
covered by insurance. The Leader building is 
damaged $10,000, covered by insurance. he 
Walker buildingis only slightly damaged. 
The damage to the Woman’s Exchange build- 
ing is $10,000; insured. 

A Hotel Burned.

He sold 
goods which he manufactured there through 
his own firm of A. Backer & Co. 


His assignment, it is said, does not affect | 


this firm, although he was principal partner 
and capitalist, hisson, C. Backer, being the 
company. . 
Backer’s principal business was dealing is 
commercial paper. His large connections in 
the south and southwest enabled him tohandle 
a great deal of commercial paper, either as & 
broker or purchaser. Some of this paper he 
endorsed and had discounted in his banks, on 
which he has a cofitingent liability, and some 
of it he sold outright. He drifted, it is said, 
gradually in this branch of business 
by buying at first for personal investment an 
then extending it by placing the paper for th 
merchants with whom he had dealings. He is 
said to have obtained some of the best papet 
made, atid he handled about fifteen million 


dollars annually. 


Backer was very popular in financial and 
mercantile circles, and had the confidence of 
banks and bankers in this city and elsewhere; 
is director in city banks and several southern 
banks. He had a number of bank accounts 
where he got his paper discounted. 

Backer's assignment, it is said, is principally 
due tothe condition of the money market, 
which made it very difficult for him to float 
a quantity of commercial paper which he gen- 
erally handled, and also to the decline in cér- 
tain fsouthern railroad bonds in which 
he was a large holder. His trouble, 
it is said, in relation to south 
ern railroad bonds was the result of his 


pany, of Macon, Ga., of which he was one of 
the directors and which he is said to have 
lent much money. His liabilities are said to be 
about four million dollars, of which $2,500,000 
is direct and $1,500,000 contingent. The latter 
is said to be all right and no loss is anticipated. 

The assets, according to one who is familiar 
with Backer’s affairs, include about one 
million, five hundred thousand dollars of

SHALL IT LEAVE ROME? 


The Question About the Next Conclave— 
Where Shall it Be Held? 

Roms, August 3.— Where shall the next 
conclave be held?“ is a question which is now 
being much discussed in governmental circles, 
and church dignitaries are interested observers. 
This question, it is believed. will be the pivot 
of the policy both of the Italian government 
and of the vatican. 

There is good authority for the statement 
that the Italian government has sent explicit 
instructions to its representatives abroad to 
prevent the conclave from being held away 
from Rome. It dreads, above all things, 
a foreign pope and a conclave away from the 
Eternal City. 

An account of the situation which follows 
reflects the opinions entertained in ecclestias- 
tical circles. All the Italian government’s 
confidential negotiations with the great 
powers are believed to be inspired with this 
dominating idea that Italy will respect and 
safeguard the liberty of the conclave. Italy 
hopes that her attitude will cause the sacred 
college to abandon all idea of leaving Rome, 
and if the idea is still cherished privately, that 
design will not receive outside support. The 
government would thus, in the first place, 
make it appear to the world that the papacy 
is free in Rome, since Italy respects the liberty 
of the conclave, and the sacred college can sit 
openly in the capital of Italian dominions, and 
in the second place would thereby maintain 


the status quo. 

In diplomatic documents exchanged before 
and after the conclave of 1878, the Italian gov- 
ernment declared that this conclave gave con- 
clugive testimony of the liberty of the holy 
see under the new régime. | 

{n following the evolutions of the Italian 
policy since 1870, one sees. everywhere a firm 
resolution to prevent any mortification or dis- 
Ape of the factors which compose the po- 

itico-ecclesiastical and pontificial situation in 
Italy and at Rome. The reason is 

Should any change take place, the govern- 
ment would find itself confronted with an en- 
tirely new situation. This would be unknown, 
and the Italian government dreads the un- 
known, because it believes that the existing 
conditions are safeguards of its regime, which, 
in the mind of strict Catholics, bear of the 
occupation of Rome and of the law of guaran- 
tees. 

A meeti of the conclave out of Rome 
would not only awaken in the Catholic and 
independent minds an idea that the holy 
see was not free at Rome, but it would also 
mark a new departure on the part of the 
papacy, and the beginning of a new era.

EXCITEMENT AT BARCELONA. 


The Desperate Scheme of Spanish Specu- 
lators. ' 

BAaRcELONA, August 3.—Great excitement 
was caused in this city by what was for a time 
believed to be a tevolutionary movement on 
the part of the republican party, but which 
subsequently proved to be a desperate attempt 
upon the part of certain speculators on the 
bourse to bring about a decline in the prices 
of securities dealt in upon exchange. For a 
foolhardy, daring scheme, it has never been 
equaled in this or any other country. 

The troops who garrisoned this city were in 
their barracks and the usual guards were pa- 
troling their posts when a band of fifteen 
men, some of whom were armed with rifles, 
while others carried revolvers in their hands, 
cautiously approached the buildings and at- 
tempted to effect a surprise of the guards, it 
being their intention to force their way into 
the barracks. The sentries were vigilant, 
however, and soon discovered the approach of 
the men. The guards ordered the band to 
halt and give the countersign. To do the lat- 
ter was, of course, impossible, and the men 
made a rush upon the sentries, trusting that 
in the confusion that would follow they would 
be able to force their way into the barracks. 

As they ran towards the sentries, they de 
livered a volley from their weapons and some 
of the guards fell to the ground, having been 
struck by the bullets of the aggressors. The 
other sentries, however, stood their ground 
and answered the volley from the attackers 
with a fusilade from their rifies. For a short 
time a regular battle was fought and a num- 
ber on both sides wounded. In the meantime, 
the officers stationed at the barracks summoned 
the troops to arms, andina very short time 
the attacking party found themselves sur- 
rounded. Resistance was useless, and the 
whole party was placed under arrest. They 
will be tried by court martial, and the chances 
are that they will all be shot.

I don’t re- 
member any technical name, but he said she 
was raised up in bed and she remarked she 
was afraid she was going to have a convulsion 
again. He laid her down and said:

Heimp me as a man, a week alt- 
er ward, who was taking the death and loss of 
his wife very lightly. His ap was 
jovial and lively, no grief, distress or sorrow 
apparent.

PUBLIC SCHOOLS AN IMPORTANT 
FEATURE OF THE SESSION. 


Regulations for the Government of the City 


Scales Adopted—Other Interest- 
0 ing Business Transacted. 

Three measures of much importance to the 
public came up for action in the meeting of 
the general council yesterday. 

One was an ordinance requiring parents or 
guardians to show credentials from the tax 
collector before their children are admitted to 
seats in the public schools. 

The second was providing for the amend- 
ment of the city charter so as to authorize the 
city to borrow $150,000 for each of the first and 
second quarters of the year, instead of $75,000, 
as now provided. 

And the third measure of general import- 
ance was the adoption of regulations for the 
we scales. 

wo of these measures—the admission of 
pupils into the public schools under such re- 
strictions as named and the regulation of the 
recently erected public scales—closely affect 
ev family in Atlanta. 

Tire council has said that every load of coal 
sold in this city shall be weighed by the pub- 
lic weigher before it is accepted by the pur- 
chaser if he so desires, and without expense to 


him. 

This weighing of coal by the city weigher 
guaramtees that there will be no more short 
tons of coal sold. It protects the ople 
against unscrupulous dealers and dishonest 


vers. 

What will be the outcome of the school or- 
dinance, which is designed to take effect at 
the opening of the approaching term, is un- 
ony It is in the hands of a committee. 

As to the projected amendment to the city’s 
charter, it is vitally important to the financial 
prosperity. 

The School Ordinance. 


Anything that affects the public schools is of 
the highest interest and importance. 
Therefors the proposed regulation of admis- 
sion to the schools is given in full.

Our Financial Situation.

Alderman J. G. Woodward, Councilmen 
Turner, King, Hulsey and McBride were ap- 
pointed a special committee to establish a sys- 
tem of public scales. 

The committee had erected two sets of 
five-ton scales, one set at the artesian 
well and the other at the 
south side of the county courthouse. 

‘- Yesterday the committee, through Mr. 
Woodward, presented a report providing for 
the regulation of these scales. 

Two city weighers are to be employed at a 
salary of $60 per month each, these weighers 
to be inspectors of weights and measures. 
They are to be appointed annually by the 
mayor, confirmed by two-thirds of the council, 
and give a bond of $500 each. 

The public weighers are to weigh everything 
that is brought to them to weigh, from the 
bouncing bese boy to a carload of nails, and, 
for such weighing, the city shall receive 10 
cents per ton, or a fraction of a ton. 

Coal and coke is to be weighed without 
charge, and the weighers are to keep books 
showing their work. : 

The weighers go on duty at sunrise and quit 
at sunset, ;furnishing to every person for 
whom weighing is done a certificate of gross, 
tare and net weight. 

All weighing fees are to be paid by the per- 
son requesting that such weighing be done. 

It is required that all coal dealers in the 
city shall have their wagons weighed by the 
weigher at least once a week and procure a 
certificate therefor which, however, shall 
be furnished without cost. 

In wet or muddy weather coal dealers must 
have their wagons weighed every load, and 
give the weight of the wagon and the net 
amount of coal on regular blanks made to con- 
tain the name of the dealer, the weight of the

HIS LIFE AT STAKE. | 


A SENSATIONAL TRIAL IN FLOYD 
COUNTY. . 


A Young Man Charged with the Murder of 
His Companion While on a Fishing 
Frolic—A Pathetic Scene. 


Rome, Ga., August 3.—[ Special. An un- 
usual case is now being tried in the superior 
court. It is a pathetic story of a homicide. 
Two boys about seventeen years old engaged 
in a quarrel, and one was cut with a knife and 
disemboweled. The boys were boon com- 
panions. The companion who did the cutting 
laid his friend quietly over on the ground, and 
shook hands with him. His dying comrade 
said ‘‘Goodby, Joe, and Joe ran for the doc- 
tor for him. 

THE FACTS IN THE CASE. 

The state vs. Joe Herrick, charged with 
murder, was the style of the case. 

A vast throng filled the courtroom. A jury 
was obtained out of the panel of forty-eight. 
The state introduced Jim Dempsey, brother of 
Frank Dempsey, the deceased. He showed 
how the difficulty was started by a common 
quarrel on the river bank, near the wash-hole ; 
that] Dempsey struck at Herrick and Herrick 
then cut him; that Herrick was dared by 
Dempsey to meet on level ground. Herrick 


walked down to the level ground, and there 


the tragedy happened. Herrick had his clothes 
on and Dempsey was naked. 

The state introduced one or two more wit- 
nesses substantiating the same, and Dr. John- 
son testified to the cause of death. 

THE DEFENSE TAKEN UP. 

The defense introduced Fletcher Ware. He 
and Herrick begged Frank Dempsey to leave 
him alone; he didn’t want to fight. Herrick 
tried to avoid a row. Dempsey cursed him and 
hit him with his fist, and Herrick,who had been 
whitthng a stick with a knife, made a strike 
or punch with the knife and disemboweled 
Dempsey. 

HERRICK MAKES A STATEMENT. 

Herrick then took the stand. His state- 
ment was very pathetic. In brief it was: A 
crowd of boys bought a keg of beer and went 
up the Oostanaula river to bathe. Frank 
Dempsey and he were the best of friends. At 
the wash-hole young Dempsey threatened to 
throw a young country boy in the water to see 
it he could swim. He begged him not to, and 
then left the water and put on his clothes. 
On the bank young Dempsey and young 
Adkins got into a fuss, and Dempsey hit 
Adkins a hard blow on the face, and Herrick 
said to Ware: That was enough to Kill 
him.“ Then Dempsey grew angry with Her- 
rick, cursed him, hit him and told Herrick to 
keep him off. 

DREW HIS KNIFE OUT. 

The knife entered, and young Dempsey was 
cut. Helaidhim downon the river bank, 
and they shook hands. Frank said, Good- 
bye, Joe, you did your duty by me.” Joe 
said, I wil] go for the doctor for you.” He 
came to town, sent for the doctor, and sur- 
rendered himself.

in-law, John Pike, on yesterday evening.

THe CoONsTITUTION’s informant of this 
morning stated that Sansom went to Pike’s 
house late yesterday evening, and, calling to 
him, asked him to come to the gate, as he 
(Sansom) wished to see him in regard to some 
tales he (Pike) had been telling. Pike replied 
that he supposed it was some more — lies he 
had been hearing, and to come in and tell him 
about them. 

Sansom accepted the invitation, and on en- 
tering began repeating what Pike said of him. 
Pike replied that it was a pack of d—n 
lies, at which Sansom became enraged and 
slapped Pike’s jaws twice. Pike resented the 
attack with a double-barreled shotgun,empty- 
ing both barrels into Sansom’s abdomen in 
the region of the liver, from which death en- 
sued in a few minntes. 

Sansom was clever, but somewhat of a fussy 
disposition, and the prediction was often made 
that he would die in his boots, as he did.

Mr. Cleveland's Opportunity. 

Recently The New York Sun suggested 
that it would be a good idea for Mr. Cleve- 
land, in order to test his strength in New 
York state, torun for governor. Some: of 
Mr. Cleveland’s friends appear to think that 
this is an unfriendly suggestion. It is true 
The Sun is not friendly to Mr. Cleveland, 
but there is nothing unfriendly in its gug- 
gestion. | 

The situation in New York is vefy invit- 
ing, so far as we can make out. ft The demo- 
crats seem to be ticketed for/a notable vic- 
tory in New York state this 
Cleveland is popular enoug to get the nom- 
ination, there can be nofjuestion of his abil- 
ity to go before the Aiemocratic convention 
backed by the solid Jdelegation of his state. 
By succeeding in gitting the nomination for 
governor he wogid practically insure his 
nomination for president. 

There is another reason why the sugges- 
tion is wot an unfriendly one. If Mr. 
Cleveland is really a candidate for the dem- 
ocratic nomination—which, for several rea- 
zn, we are inclined to doubt—it is certain 
that he is to have strong and bitter opposi- 
tion in his own state. The fight against 
him is to be made there. He may have op- 
position or he may have followingin other 
states; these will amount to nothing. The 
real battle is to be fought in his own state. 
This being the case, would it not be better 
to fight it out the year before the presiden- 
tial nomination, and thus give time to the 
opposing forces to harmonize and unify? 
This is a very important consideration, for 
the feeling for and against Mr. Cleveland in 
New York state is very strong and bitter, 
and the contest between these forces will 
leave wounds that will require time to heal. 

Thatis one reason why Mr. Cleveland 
should make his fight now, and not wait 
until the presidential year. Another reason 
is that the situation is just now very promis- 
ing for such a test as the candidacy of Mr. 
Cleveland would make. It is certain that 
Governor David B. Hill will not be a candi- 
date for a third term. Lieutenant Governor 
Jones and Roswell P. Flower are the only 
two democrats whose names have been 
prominently mentioned in connection with 
the nomination. Jones, according to all ap- 
pearances, is not in it at all. Mr. Flower is 
said to be backed by the influence of Gover- 
nor Hill, which is very great, and he will 
undoubtedly get the nomination unless Mr. 
Cleveland becomes a candidate. It should 
be borne in mind, however, that Mr. Flower 
voted for free silver in the last congress, and 
has thus put himself on record in a matter 
which ought to be decidedly interesting to 
Mr. Cleveland. 

Our understanding is that Mr. Cleveland 
and his mugwump friends claim that the 
democrats of New York state are practically 
solid for the republican policy of monomet- 
allism and the demonetization of silver. 
Now, if this be true, it is not only interest- 
ing but important, and it gives Mr. Cleve- 
land an opportunity to open the eyes of the

We think Mr. Cleveland ought to embrace 
this opportunity.

A Labor Lesson. 

A railroad running through West Vir- 
ginia sent off and got large numbers of 
Italian laborers, because they would work 
for lower wages than the native Americans. 

The other night the Italians got drunk, 
forced their way into the house of the Brom- 
field family, and clubbed the father, mother 
and five children to death. Then they cut 
the throats of their victims, searched the 
place for booty, and burned the house. 

Similar outrages have occurred in various 
parts of the country where capitalists and 
corporations have tried the experiment of 
importing cheap labor, , 

It is all wrong. If labor is to be em- 
ployed it should be sought for in the locality 
where the work is to be done. This should 
be the general rule, and only exceptional 
circumstances should cause employers to re- 
ject the labor at their doors and import it 
from a distance. 

Give home labor a chance, whether it is 
white or black. It will not pay to grind it. 
down to the wages of cheap foreigners. When 
gangs of strangers enter a community, crowd- 
ing the inhabitants out of employment, there 
is bound to be trouble on one side or the 
other. Generally, the trouble is made by 
the strangers. They are turbulent and vio- 
lent, defying the laws, sometimes requiring 
Pinkerton’s men to keep them in order, and 
sometimes engaging in murder and robbery, 
as in this West Virginia case. 

It is better, in the long run, for all con- 
cerned to stick to our home labor, even if it 
costs a little more in dollars and cents than 
the imported Mafia or anarchistic article. 


Another Possible Candidate. 

In making upa list of possible democratic 
candidates for the presidential nomination 
the name of Governor Pattison, of Pennsyl- 
vania, should not be omitted. Like Camp- 
bell, of Ohio, Governor Pattison is a record 
breaker. Though Pennsylvania is a repub- 
lican State, he has managed to secure a dem- 
ocratic majority. Heisa hard fighter, a 
genuine democrat, and has a personal fol- 
lowing that is a high tribute to his character 
and his temper. 

It is given out that Governor Pattison 
will enter the state campaign this year and 
endeavor to make things particularly lively 
for the Quay party. He has declared his pur- 
pose to take the stump for a month in Penn- 
sylvania next fall, and this is understood to 
mean that he has an eye on the presidential 
nomination. 

The Philadelphia Times says that he will 
make the platform and name the candidate, 
and if his party is successful it will be his 
victory. We need not remark that a dem- 
ocratic victory in Pennsylvania next fall 
would give to the person responsible for it 
a good deal of prominence as a presidential 
possibility. 


The Old Story. 

A northern business man who has traveled 
in the south says in The St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat that he finds stagnation and de- 
spondency inthis region; inertness, sloth- 
fulness and a non-progressive spirit every- 
where. He thinks that crops will not help 
us, and says: 

The new south is only a new name for the same 
old order of things which existed before the war. 
The fields are plowed with an old-fashioned plow, 
drawn by a mule, harnessed with a patch-work 
harness, and driven by a negro. A score of such 
outfits are seen in a field superintended by a 
white overseer, just as it was beforé the war. 
Labor has no inducement to seek employment in 
the south. A farm hand gets no more than $10 a 
month, and in the lumber regions he gets about 
one dollar and a half a day, while in Michigan the 
same workman gets $4 a day. 

This is the same old story, and people are 
getting tired of it. 

Everything is regulated by the laws of 
supply and demand. When there is a de- 
mand for energy and progress here the sup- 
ply responds. When and 
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since the war in redeeming * 


plantations, organizing a new labor system : 
and building up the country shows anything 
but an inert and non-progressive spirit. 
Perhaps they are not all prosperous, but. 
the abandoned farms in the east and mort- 
gaged homesteads in the west show depres- 
sion everywhere. 

This northern tourist complains of the 
old-fashioned implements and methods of 
the negro field hand and his low wages of 
$10 a month. Well, what would he advise? 
Does he think that it would pay us to raise 
the wages of the farm laborers to the New 
England scale of $25 a month, and give 
them expensive and improved implements? 
If he will look around a little he will find 
that thousands of northern farmers in the 
south have adopted our methods, They do 
not build cold weather barns in a warm 
climate, and do not give negroes fine imple- 
ments to break after their first year’s expe- 
rience, nor do they pay a man $25 a month 
when they can get him for $10. These 
northern farmers down south are not hust- 
ling all the time. They have found that it 
is neither necessary nor profitable, and they 
have discovered that there is such a thing as 
an exigtence in which there is a due share 
of rest, recreation and amusement,

people an opportunity and they will seize 
it—a reward for their york, and the work 
will be forthes. ng. 
~ With new conditions, a crowded popula- 
tion and more markets, southern producers 
will work harder. To do it now would 
simply wear them out for nothing and pile 
up crops already selling at ruinously low 
priceson account of overproduction.

Gonzales Gets Mad and Writes Up Tighe. 
The Latter Suggests a Fight, Which 
Starts Soon After.

COWHIDE AND KNUCKLES. 

Mr. Gonzales attacked Mr. Tighe with a 
cowhide, and attempted to chastise him. Mr. 
Tighe responded vigorously with his knuckles, 
and a few blows were exchanged before 
Sheriff Rowan and other bystanders succeeded 
in pulling them apart with some difficulty, 
Mr. Gonzales was induced to leave, and every- 
thing is now quiet, though every one is on the 
qui vive in the expectation of further and 
more serious trouble. 

The general consensus of public opinion 
is that there will be bloodshed by one or the 
other parties, unless both are arrested and 
bound over to keep the peace. This will 
probably be done. Both parties, as well as 
their witnesses, have been summoned to ap- 
pear before the mayor tomorrow morning. 

THE ORIGIN OF THE TROUBLE. 

The trouble grew out of an article written 
by Mr. Tighe, and published in the Charleston 
Sunday News. This piece impugned the 
democracy of The State, and was the occasion 
of a scathing editorial in The State today, at- 
tacking Mr. Tighe, and branding him aseither 
an idiot or a knave. Mr. Tighe 
this afternoon wrote Mr. Gonzales a note, im- 
mediately upon receipt of which that gentle- 
man took his rawhide and repaired to The 
News and Courier office to apply it. The exact 
wording of Tighe’s note is not obtainable to- 
night, but it is currently reported to have been 
a demand either for an apology or for a fight, 
the time, manner and place of the latter to be 
left to Mr. Gonzales. 

THE SPANIARD’S WEAPON. 

The letter is said to have contained words 
like these: “I donot go about the streets 
armed with either a pistol, a knife, a dirk, or 
with the national weapon of the Spaniard—the 
stiletto.“ Mr. Gonzales is of Spanish extrac- 
tion, and the last words of the note are be- 
lieved to have induced him to adopt the cow- 
hide asa means of attack. Both men are 
much liked here, and the occurrence is very 
much regretted by every one. 


THE INFERNAL INTERNAL REVENUE, 


Whose Laws Are Making Widows and 


Shaming the Republic. 


MAcon, Ga., August 3, 1891.—Editor Constitu- 
tion: A great deal is being said and written just 
now upon the death of Beauregard Scarborough, 
who was recently brought to the Bibb county jail 
by a deputy marshal and very soon afterwards 
died. The unfortunate man was taken from a bed 
of sickness, and, as the result shows, should not 
have been disturbed. It seems to me that very 
important facts have been forgotten by those who 
are denouncing this officer in unmeasured terms. 

In the first place, it should be said for him that, 
having come into possession of the prisoner, whom 
he was commanded to arrest—a convicted, not a 
suspected man—he was directly responsible 
for his preduction in court; that, not being 
a physician, he was incapable of judging 
of tbe prisoner’s physical condition; that he 
had no assistant in whose charge he might leave 
the prisoner while he sought instructions; that no 
ruse is oftener practiced upon officers than 
feigned or exaggerared illness, and that it is not 
a safe plan for a United States deputy when ar- 
resting illicit distillers to spend a night alone in a 
moonshine district after revealing the character 
of his business. 0 

The officer was simply placed in a position 
where the best judgment was demanded. His er- 
ror was in the direction of a faithful discharge of 
what he considered was his duty. It seems to me 
that we lose nothing by conceding this much. 

But there is unquestionably a grave responsi- 
bility somewhere. No man will deny that, 
Where then rests this responsibility? Would you 
say in the United States court sitting 
for this district? I think not. Even 
the enemies of Judge Speer would admit 
that his treatment of those accused and convicted 
of illicit distilling has been lenient to the last de- 
gree. It must appear to all who have been much 
about the courtroom, or have read the papers, that 
his judgments have been framed to mitigate the 
severity of the statute these men _ violated. 
Indeed, the disaster to Scarborough was made 
possible by the kindness of the court, and if sen- 
tence had not been suspended in order to give 
the prisoner time to “lay by“ his crop, the chances 
are he would have been alive today. 

The responsibility rests elsewhere; it rests upon 
the people who sustain the law that first brought 
the deceased into court and armed the deputy 
with the warrant for his arrest. It rests upon 
every man who votes the democratic ticket, and 
in all likelihood the unfortunate prisoner himself 
contributed to his own ruin. Can any man deny 
the truth of this? 

Why then visit the wrath of society upon an 
officer who was sworn to execute a law we our- 
selves have made for him? In 1884 the party 
elected Grover Cleveland upon a platform which 
emphatically declared the internal revenue a war 
tax, and demanded the repeal of war taxes. In- 
stead of repealing the law, the president and 
party, under the influence of western leaders, at- 
tempted to make it the corner stone of our finan- 
cial system. The southern wing of the party 
followed blindly, and political ruin was the re- 
sult; but we still hold tothe system of internal 
taxation; we bless it as a God-send on one hand 
and damn it as a heinous crime on the other; we 
sit patiently by and see men go to conventions 
and congress as our representatives to cast their 
votes for this system, and we protest 
frenziedly when the logical results of the 
System are developed. Does such a people 
deserve freedom and liberty of action? What 
crime had Beauregard Scarborough committed? 

Is it a moral crime to distill liquor? Ifitis the 
government becomes accessury to the crime 
when it legalizes it at the rate of 90 cents per 
gallon. Is it a crime to avoid the payment of the 
90 cents? It may be by statute, but why is it a 
crime to owe the general government taxes and 
not a crime to owe the state? Yet this is “democ- 
racy,” this is the masquerade of the states’ 
rights doctrine—the state may levy and collect as 
individuals do, but the federal government can 
imprison for the debt. And more: the discharge 
of the debt in the days of debtors’ prisons meant 
the discharge of the prisoner, but not so in these 
later days. The debt has become an offense, 
which must be expiated by imprisoninent. 

Is it not time that young Americans were 
taught semething of the causes which led 
to the revolution of 18767 
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favor of further improvements. 

The truth is, West End is committed tos sys- 
tem of public improvements as extensive and as 
complete, comparatively speaking, as that of At- 
lanta. The town has already gone too far to turn 
back or to pause, and yet a rate of three-fourths 
of 1 per cent will not furnish enough money to 
carry the work forward. This much is certain. 

Nevertheless, the increase from 50 cents to 75 
cents on the hundred will carry the rate of taxa- 
tion which the citizens of West End are compelled 
to pay to within afew cents of the rate which is 
leviedin Atlanta. The difference is inconsider- 
able. It is true that 75 cents is but half of $1.50, 
the Atlanta rate, but the indirect taxes which the 
citizens of West End are compelled to pay reduce 
the difference in the rate of taxation to a mere 
trifle. In other words the owners of 

West End are paying nearly as high a rate of tax- 
ation as the property owners of Atlanta, and 
are not getting half the benefits. 

Let us go into the mattera little. In the first 
place, it is the policy of West End to tax the 
property of its citizens on its full market value. 
This fact will be demonstrated by an examination 
of the assessments made in West End. Some of 
these assessments are, in my opinion, in excess of 
the market value of the property. On the other 
hand, it is the policy of Atlanta, and of every other 
city, so far as I know, to encourage home build- 
ing. In Atlanta, home property is assessed at 60 
per cent of its market value. The per cent is 
really lower than 60, but this is a good round sum, 
and we will use it for purposes of illustration. A 
piece of home property that is assessed at $15,000 
in West End, would be assessed at $9,000 in 
Atlanta. At the rate of 75 cents on the hundred, the 
West End taxpayer would be called on for $112.50, 
whereas, under the Atlanta rate and assessment 
he would pay a tax of $135—a difference of only 
$22.50, and if he were the father of five or six chil- 
dren, this difference would be wiped out twice by 
the West End school rate. If he had only $5,000 


worth of property the difference in tax would be 


only $7.50, or less than the tuition of one child. 

Nothing has been said of the superior advan- 
tages which the Atlanta taxpayer enjoys in the 
way of police and fire protection, and the privi- 


leges which accrue to the individual who is part 


and parcel of a corporation able to take care of its 
own, and to carry forward all the improvements 
that are necessary to the comforts and conven- 

iences of its citizens. 
This is the situation. What ought to be the log- 
ical outcome of it?

EpiToBR CONSTITUTION—In view of the recent 
publications in reference to the case of the United 
States vs. J. TI. Slatter, and especially since the 
defendant has written acardin your columns, I 
feel that it is proper for me to make a few brief 
statements. 


On May 1. 1890, Slatter and I formed a copartner- 
ship, each being required to put $3,000 into the 
business, he to wg the books. I vanced my 
ayes and he gave himéelf credit on the books for 

400. In fact, he only put $36 into the firm, as 
he was forced to admit while on trial before 
United States Commissioner Haight. 

In January, 1891, the firm was dissolved. Slatter 
had drawn out $932.17 up to that time, 6704.47 of 
which he had not charged to himself.

NEW YORK, August 3.—The stock market today 
went back almost to its old condition of dullness and 
listlessness, and Grangers, especially Burlington and 
St. Paul, furnished all there was of interest in trading. 
Dealings after the first spurt of activity, due to the de- 
mand from shorts left over from last week, became 
utterly devoid of feature or movement of interest, 
even among specialties and low-priced shares, which 
usually furnish some movement even in the dullest 
market. Prices throughout the day failed to get 
more than a fraction from the opening figures, and 
absolute stagnation reigned during the afternoon, ac- 
contpanied by the most intense dullness. Raiding on 
a small scale was attempted during the forenoon on 
various items of outside news, but all failed todo 
more than kill an imitation in the market and hold 
prices down to the level of the opening figures. In the 
last hour, however, there was an attempt to cover con- 
tracts put out earlier in the day, with the result of 
making a little more activity and bringing prices up 
to slightly higher figures than during the first hour. 
The market finally closed dull and firm at something 
better than the opening prices. Burlington was one 
feature of the day, although St. Paul showed a little 
larger business, and it was the only stock which shows 
material improvement, its gain for the day being 1 per 
cent.

It was noticeable, however, that in spite 
of the dullness prices were well maintained. The 
London market was closed, but it will be in session 
again tomorrow, and we are inclined to think today’s 
advance here will give foreigners new encouragement 
to buy our stocks, and if foreign quotations should 
come higher tomorrow another advance is possible 
here. At the moment there are no evidences of any- 
thing beyond buying to cover shorts, and as the short

THE CHICAGO MAKEET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, August 3.—The feeling in the wheat pit 
was rather bearish at the opening this morning, and 
the tendency for the first few minutes was downward. 
December, which opened at 89e, against 89%c at the 
close on Saturday, sold off to 89'4c. Then New York 
and St. Louis came in with heavy buying orders, and 
a cablegram from Paris quoted the weather wet ahd 
cold with prices 50 centimes higher, and the condition 
of the spring wheat crop as hopeless. These things 
turned the tide and the shorts began rapidly to cover, 
prices making a quick jump to 91i4c. Then it became 
evident that there would be an immense increase in the 
visible supply, and under free selling the market went 
off to 90 ue. There was a reaction to die later on ad- 
vices from New York that foreign houses were good 
buyers there. The market was rather nervous during 
the last half hour, and after selling off to 90% for De- 
cember there was a quick rally to 9154c and a recession 
to die, but the close was firm at 91 ½ on buying by 
prominent local houses. 

Corn sympathized with wheatinthe early trading. 
September opened at 56. against 57 % at the close 
on Saturday. The market was slow for the first 16 
minutes, selling to 56 %, but when wheat started up corn 
did likewise, and the price of September jumped to 580 
but weakened a little, then advanced to 58i4c. There 
was a recession to 58c, then another advance, this time 
to 6845. The feeling was easier toward the close, how- 
ever, the shorts having recovered from their fright, 
and September receded to 573,c, at which it closed, 

Oats were quiet but rather strong all day in sympa- 
thy with the higher prices for corn and wheat, though 
fluctuations in that cereal were less marked than in 
the others. 

Hog productswere firm. Receipts of hogs were 3,000 
under the estimates, and prices were 5c higher. The 
strength in wheat and corn was also astrengthening 
factor. Business was light and prices were steady. 
The close was near the closing figures of Saturday.

CHICAGO, August 3.—Eastern parties and local 
speculators who believe in wheat were surprised at the 
weak opening this morning. They were again very 
much surprised at the sharp advance. On a cent per 
bushel rise they could have easily said, “I told you 
80; but a two-cent advance in a few minutes was 
beyond the most sanguine expectation of even the 
extremists. There’s a few local speculators who have 
been conservative buyers from 90 cents down to the 
lowest point and still hold their wheat, thoroughly 
believing in higher prices; but the largest buying 
orders have come from the east during the last few 
days. Eastern speculators gencrally believe that the 
foreign demand will absorb all our surplus wheat we 
have to offer below a dollar. The charters here today 
amounted to nearly seven hundred thousand, and the 
continued demand, based upon the French and 
Russian reports, are the elements of strength. The 
corn market was active, and at times very strong, in 
sympathy with wheat, but the trade was light, the 
market narrow, closing rather heavy with most of the 
advance lost. 

There was no noticeable feature in oats. 
was light with scarcely any change in prices, 

The provision pit was almost entirely deserted, 
there being no trade in lard for the first hour. The 
healthy condition of the market, however, was shown 
by the decrease in stocks during July. Even poor old 
mess pork decreased 3,000,000 pounds, there being a 
decrease of 36,000,000 pounds in the hog product. Short- 
ribs and sweet pickled*hams being in greater request 
decreased nearly half of this amount alone. This

THE FIRE CHIEFS — 


WILL MEET IN CONVENTION NEXT 
WEEK. 


They Meet [at Springfield, Mass.—Those Who 
‘Will Go from Georgia—They Fall 
in Love with Atlanta. 


Chief Joyner, of the Atlanta fire depart- 
ment, will leave on Friday for the annual 
convention of the fire chiefs which is to meet 
at Springfield, Mass., on August 11th. 

The convention will be in session about four 
days and many topics of interest to firemen 
will be discussed. 

Besides Chief Joyner the following fire 
chiefs will go from Georgia to the con vention: 
W. H. Steele, Rome; George Burrus, Colum- 
bus; L. M. Jones, Macon; Harry Young, Au- 
gusta; W. B. Puden, Savannah, and the chief 
of the Marietta fire department. 

James Battle, chief of the fire department 
of Detroit, Mich., is president of the associa- 
tion; H. A. Hills, chief of the Hartwell, O., 
fire department, is secretary, and D. C. 
Larkin, chief of the Dayton, O., tire depart- 
ment, is treasurer. 

The executive committee consists of Chiefs 
Sweeny, Chicago; Weber, Boston; Joyner, 
Atlanta; Hendricks, New Haven; Dickerson, 
Cleveland, O.; Taylor, Richmond, and New- 
berry, Lincoln, Neb. 

Atlanta’s chief ranks high in the association, 
having at one time been president of the asso- 
ciation, and is at present a member of the 
executive committee, which practically directs 
the course of the convention, and which selects 
topics and speakers. 

Chief Joyner Talks. 

„Wo ͤ can learn more in one convention,” 
said Chief Joyner yesterday, that will do us 
good in putting out fires than we could ever 
learn inspecting other fire departments. We 
have all the latest improvements, apparatuses 
and appliances used in extinguishing fires, 
there, and have committees to examine them 
and pass upon their merits. We also have 
speeches and essays from different members 
selected by the executive committee, and with 
the other features of the programme, the con- 
vention will be interesting and instructive.” 

How many chiefs usually attend the con- 
vention?“ Chief Joyner was asked. 

„We always have an attendance from 350 to 
400. The chiefs of departments of all the 
principal cities are members of the association, 
almost without a single exception, and always 
attend the convention.” 

‘‘What fire department do you consider the 
best in the United States?“ 

The Chicago department is the best. It is 
managed on strictly business principles, with- 
out any reference to politics. The present 
chief, Mr. Sweeny, was appointed by a demo- 
cratic mayor, and built up the department to 
such a high standard of excellence that he was 
reappointed by ta republican mayor. New 
York also has a splendid fire department. Our 
department ranks with the Chicago depart- 
ment. 

„Wo always test the fire department where 
we hold the convention by sending in an alarm 
and seeing the company get out.“ 

„Where will the next convention be held?“ 
was asked Mr. Joyner. 

„That will be the last work of the conven- 
tion, and I have heard no place suggested as 
yet. It will come south though, most likely 
to Louisville.“ 

„How about Atlanta?“ 

They would come to Atlanta quick if I'd ask 
them,“ replied Mr. Joyner. They were here in 
87, and fell in love with the place and its people, 
and have been wanting to come back ever since. 
Why, the present convention would have been 
here if they had only been asked. But they 
Will no doubt go to Louisville.“ 

‘Mr. George Burrus, of Columbus, passed 
through the city yesterdayen route for the 
convention. As stated, Chief Joyner will 
leave Friday.
